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EUHOPE. 

PAlUS.Jau, 14. — lulis Kerry, Frcncli 
prime minister, (his afternoon made an 
ollioiul tloclaration of the government's 
intention with regard to the Tonquin 
declaration, partly iu answer to an in- 
terrogatory |>iit forward hy the opposi- 
tion respeetiny tin; retirement ft' Gen. 
Oamnenon from the ministry of war. 
Gen. G'niniieiioii resignetl liis portfolio 
on the ;!ii inst. because, contrary to his 
advice, the ministry ^resisted in the 
Tonqtiiii invasion. lie contends tliat 
the ttisk is unprofitable aud unworthy 
a republic, which could not, he argued, 
afford to span: the twenty thousand 
French soldiers essential lo the success 
of the enterprise in view of the Kuro- 
pean situation. The pressing necessity 
of a more perfect mobilization of the 
army of France, in Gen. Oampenon's 
idea,: was the im mediate and supreme 
duty of the, hour, and he maintained 
that it sliou'd at once he undertaken 
with a view of giving the republic an 
available military strength of 3,000,- 
000 nren. Gen. d.ewal, of the 17th 
army corps, who commanded the Itltine 
army during the L''i;nnco-German war, 
and who was in Uibrough sympathy 
with Ferry's views, was at once ittst.il 
led as Gen. Campenon's successor. 

Ferry went bluntly in the point :it 
once. He aii.itotinciitl that t he ( loAC.ni- 
ment intentle k l inTtnetl lately lo increase 
its energies iu Tonuuiu, and would not. 
stop imiil it 'occupied' llio entire coun- 
try up lo the frontier of the Chinese 
Empire. The declaration produced a 
profound sensation and was received 
with cheers and considerable disapprov- 
al. Among the distinguished visitors 
present to hear t he M mistrial an 
nounceinent was Prince Hohenlohe, 
the'Gertnan Ambassador. Ferry eon 
tinuing said thai the opeiaii'ons neces- 
sary to the proposed conquest of Ton- 
quin would in no wise compromise the 

French military strength at hoi w in 

terfcre with any necessary general mob- 
ilization. In saying this the Premier 
fortified himself v, ith lie- authorily of 
General Lewal, than whom there could 
be no military ' authority more respect- 
ed by France. There were .1,000,000 
rneu in the Kej)ubiie, the best soldiers 
in the world, ready to march ,il a mo- 
ment's notice. It was impossible long 
er to keep the army in Tonquin, crouch 
ing'idlv like hunters, with their eyes 
fixed upon a single point. That, was tin 
worthy the tinny of France. That, army 
must be occupied, and Tonquin must 
be entirely occupied. The task was not 
difficult, and would require but an in 
significant mobilization, Ferry's speech, 
besides producing a great sensation in 
the'Chantbers when delivered, has as- 
tounded Parisians generally and made 
them quite .serious. The general impres- 
sion it litis made may lie described as 
batl. The people discuss it. as if they 
disliked to be forced to contemplate the 
probability of trouble. 

.After this the Chamber adjourned 
until January 27th. 

MADRID, Jan. 13. — Tn spite of the 
terrible snowstorm in Granada King 
Alfonso to-day visited several villages 
afflicted with earthquake. King Alfon- 
so gave each injured child or married 
person and each poor widow §25. The 
sufferers were greatly delighted at the 
generosity of the King. He was often 
obliged to dismount and enter the vil- 
lages on foot over the rums. Some of 
the inhabitants raised loyal cries, while 
others fell on their faces sobbing and 
moaning, ".Save us; we have nothing 
left." 

Madrid, Jan. 1 I. Earthquake tremb- 
lings were felt yesterday at Torreox, 
Camillas, Ahiinocear aud Algarobo. 
The storm in the southern provinces 



still continues. The rivers are greatly 
swollen, anil the suffering of the peo- 
ple who have been rendered houseless 
by the earthquakes is intense. Accord- 
ing (o the official record tho number of 
persons killed by the earthquake in 
Granada was 005, and thy number in- 
jured 1 180. 

Berlin, Jan. 11. -The report that 
France anil Germany have come to an 
understanding on the Egyptian,' Ohi 
nese ami Congo questions is credited in 
official circles here, though it is not 
stated that a delinite agreement has 
been formulated. 

Krankfort-ontiie-Main, ./an. 14.— 
After the first dynamite outrage in 
Frankfort, in 1883, Rumpffsent a spy 
into the inner circles of anarchists, and 
through him discovered threads of the 
whole conspiracy. Inquiry into the 
second plot, which was against Liumpll 
himself, led lo the discovery of the 
Niederwald conspiracy. Rumpff receiv- 
ed numerous letters, threatening him 
with death. The police are displaying 
unusual activity at. Frankfort, May- 
enee, Drauistailt and Manheim. Rail- 
way depots are guarded, trains are 
searched and travelers required to 
prove their identity. Several arrests 
have been made, litimptf was a widow- 
er, fi"2 years old. lie leaves two child- 
ren. It is known the anarchists resolv- 
ed, after the sentence of the Kinder- 
wald conspirators, to murder Rumpff, 
who did so much to frustrate Most's 
plans and was always in active commu- 
nications with the police. 

MEXICO. 
Mexico, Jan. 14. — Trade with the 
west coast of .Mexico is available to 
Ainericen manufacturers from Febuary 
1st. By a contract signed to-day by the 
attorney of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad and the Minister of 
the interior, the former will be allowed 
to run a steamer under the American 
flat! to all California ports, from Port 
Guaymas, the terminus of Sonora Rail- 
road Company, carrying the Mexican 
aud American mails. The trade has 
heretofore been restricted to vessels 
sailing at irregular intervals, flying the 
Mexican flag. The company's vesssls 
will run through to San Francisco only 
every three months, but will make re- 
gular connections each trip with the 
Pacific mail steamers at Acapulco for 
San Francisco. 

' CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Jan. I t. --In regard 
to the $25,000 paid by General Barnes 
fur a spurious document to Tyler's 
clerk, Tyler says that not a cent of 
the money will be given up. Barnes 
says they will compell him to give it 
up, and adds that he is considering 
whether or not lo take the matter to 
Supreme Court, and submit to it 
whether Tyler should not be disbarred. 
Tyler savs I '..trues should be disbarred 
for inciting his clerk' to commit a felo 
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Per Noitherii Pacific liailwav. 
Winnipeg, Dec. 7. -Mounted Police- 
man Ross was fatally frozen inattenipt- 
ing to walk from Golden City to Third 
Siding on the C. P. R., in British Col- 
umbia. He was exhausted and lay 
down beside the track, lie was a nat- 
ive of Scotland aud had no friends in 
( 'anada. 

( rt'KLPH, Jan. 7. -William Johnston, 
barrister, of Toronto, and for several 
years president of the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College, died at the residence of 
Mr. -faiiies Innes, M. P., in Gulph this 
morn ing. 

Montreal, Jair7- Justice Mathieu 
gave judgment .yesterday in an import- 
ant will case involving $(56, 000. Mrs. 
C. M. Jones, of England, purchased 
the seigniory of llrethierin 1848, left 
by Hon.). Cu til hurt. Lawyers advised 
Mrs. Jones not lo pay, as the. title was 
not, clear, the property being entailed. 
Fd ward Cuthbert sued Mrs. Jones for 
the purchase money. Justice Mathieu 
held the title goods, and condemned 
the defendant the price of the land, 
SuG.OOO. 

The water in the St. Lawrence be- 
«un to rise last night, and rose twenty 
feet a short time. It has almost reached 
the top of the revetment, wall, and tbe 
ice is piled up in great heaps above 
the structure. Cellars in Commission and 
Common streets are flooded. The waf- 
er has reached cellars on St. Paul 
street. The ice shoved during tbe 
night, in the vicinity of Victoria 
Britlge. Tha river roads tire all flooded. 
Serious damage is anticipated unless 
the ice gives way at St. Helen's Island. 

An action has been entered against 
the ExchangeJ Bank by F. E. Oilman 
for $90,000, tho value of 3,000 shares- 
of Royal Canadian Insurance stock 
held by the liquidators of the bank in 
pledge, and sold at auction without 
authority. 

The parish church at St. Therese has 
been completely burnt to the ground. 
It was built of stone, and was a splend- 
id edifice. A defective Hue caused the 
lire. The loss is estimatod at $100,000. 
well covered by insurance. 

Toronto, Jan. G. — A young girl, 
daughter of Mr. T. Adair, and sister- 
in-law to Mr. Donah!

P. P. of North Bruce, left her home 
yesterday and is supposed to have left 
the city, while laboring under mental 
derangr nent. 

Quebec, Jan. 7. -The difficulties here- 
tofore, existing between Bishop Du- 



mont and Bishop l)ti Rosseaux have 
been amicably arranged. Bishop LJu- 
mont has ossigne.l any rights lie may 
have had in the'stolen bonds to Bishop 
Du lxosseaux, who is' authorized to 
take such step as he muy deem neces- 
sary to recover the same, or tho pro- 
ceds thereof, from the parties in Can- 
ada who obtained them from Bernard. 
Bernard himself, having, it is believed, 
amicably adjusted his difficulties with 
the bishop, is' expected to arrive here 
in a short time, and assisted iu the 
proceedings which have been institut- 
ed in behalf of the bishop. 

Hamilton, Jan. 7. —What might 
have been a bloody and serious riot 
was prevented by chance. Decision was 
given the other day that toll could not 
Vie collected til the York street tollgate 
from Fart Flamboro farmers, bnt, not- 
withstanding, the owner continued 
doing so. About 100 farmers assembl- 
ed there yesterday, and speeches were 
delivered by aldermen in favor of 
peace. The farmers, accompanied by a 
very large crowd, marched tit t he toll- 
gate, which was guardi d with men 
armed with clubs and lish spears. A 
free light for a few minutes was carri- 
ed on, when wiser counsels prevailed, 
and the owner of the tollgate allowed 
farmers their privilege. 

The customs authorities have decid- 
ed that Mother Mandelhaum can have 
her jewelry on paying $S00 duty and 
expenses, 

Pltrolia, Jan. 7. -A six-year old sun 
of Joseph Duntield was instantly kill- 
ed to-day while playing on a hand car.

ENGL AN 1> AND HEM RIVALS. 

Tho present position of England in re- 
gard to her colonial interests ia indicative 
of tho great changes tliut have tukun placo 
in tho European nations and tha wonder 
is th:it the English government was not 
wide nwakB enough to foresee and fore- 
stall the niovemonts of the other -powers. 
For many generations past England lias 
had a virtual monopoly in colonization. 
Somo centuries ago Spain, Portugal and 
Franco rivalled her in tho number ttti.l 
extent of their foreign possessions, but as 
their power declined at homo tho two for- 
mer lost or ceded away tho greater part 
of theirs and even Franco was forced to 
relinquish some o F her most valuable for- 
eign territory. England, in tho mean- 
time, hold on to what she had and has 
lidded to her possessions from time to 
time, till now, as Englishmen love to 
boast, "tho sun never sets on tho Queen's 
dominions." It is a well known fact that 
these acquisitions to tho British Empire 
have been made with very little trouble, 
and the chief reason has boon that tho 
other nations of Europe were too much 
engrossed with home affairs to think of 
attempting conquests abroad. Franco was 
torn with internal struggles ; Russia's 
strength was required to establish law and 
order among its half-barbarian hordes, and 
tho German states had enough to do to 
maintain their own independence. Hut 
the growth and progress of those nations 
enables them n^v to turn their attention 
to foreign affairs. France, always jealous 
of England, is making strong efforts to 
keep pace with her by acquiring extensive 
possessions in Asia. The war with China 
will certainly result in some advantage to 
France, how much, it remains to be seen. 
Russia's designs on south-western Asia 
and India are apparent and the English 
foreign oHico has now resolved to keep a 
Htrict watch on that corner of the empire. 
Rut u mure formidable rival even than 
Russia is Germany, which now enters into 
rivalry with England for colonial successes. 
Uermany, either because she considers tho 
consolidation of her empire at home to be 
complete, or, what is more probable, be- 
cause she wishes to provide some outlet 
for the turbulent passions which are see- 
thing among her crowded population, has 
inaugurated a sudden hut vigorous col- 
onial policy. England, so long secure in 
theso affairs, seems to have been taken by 
surprise and her hesitating government 
have not yet, made up their minds 
how to act. The affair of Angra Pequena, 
taken possession of by CJormany some 
months ago, and tho correspondence in 
regard to which has recently been pub- 
lished, is anything but erediUblo to 
English diplomats, At one time it was 
possible for England to have established 
a protectorate over thu country, and, in- 
deed, she was asked by Germany to do so, 
but tho Gladstone government, fearful of 
extending their responsibilities, refused 
to comply, but intimated that any attempt 
of another foreign power to exercise 
sovereignty over that territory in 'Western 
Africa, between the borders of Cape 
Colony and the Portuguese possessions 
would bo regarded ns "an encroachment 
on Great Britain's legitimate rights." 
But as neither Germany nor any other 
power recognizes such a thing as "colon- 
ization by intention," Bismarck answered 
this dog-in-the-manger assertion by taking 
possession of tho country. Tho annexa- 
tion of New Guinea was a bolder mdve, 
which has crented great excitement in 
England and the Australian colonies. 
But it is not only in the Pacific that Ger- 
many is crowding against, the British pos- 
sessions. Then; are rumors of attempts 
on tho part of both France and Germany 
to counteract tho benefits accruing to 
England from her foreign stations on the 
road to India, by establishing rival posts. 
Both these countries are negotiating for a 
stretch of land on tho Straits of Babel - 
mnndch, the acquisition of which would 
go far toward neutralizing the value of 
the Red Sea posts of Aden and 1'erim. 
France is also endeavoring to obtain a 
footing at Morocco, which, if successful, 
wuuld completely checkmate the English 
at Gibraltar. England must make up her 
mind what she wants to keep and what 
she can afford to allow others to have, 
anil then she must act accordingly. These 
are Btirring times, and many questions are 
pressing for settlement. Much depends 
on tho arrangements mado for the control 
of the Congo country; Egypt is a bono of 
contention; the Panama and Nicaragua 
canals— if they ever are completed— will 
alter the condition of things, and in all 
quarters England must expect to share 
the spoils with others, but should not re 
linquish too much. 



debentures were endorsed by the pro- 
vincial government.

Failing the loan being 
taken up by local parlies (who should 
have the first chance) wo are assured that 
with B provincial guarantee it could lie 
floated st par in London in a' single day 
at 6 percent. This is a matter which is 
submitted as worthy tho serious considera- 
tion of the provincial government, the 
new corporation and tho legislature. 

HO ADS. 

Yesterday our esteemed morning contem- 
porary had a leading article 11 11 dor the above 
beading, wherein the present government 
were taken to task for neglecting to provide 
roads for settlers. Emanating from such a 
source, surely this is sublime check. It 
will be no exaggeration to say that, during 
tho last year, the present government have 
done more useful road mid bridgo making 
in the various settlements of mainland and 
island than was done during the live years 
tho government to which our contemporary 
played tho part of organ-iu-chiul ,vnn in 
power. We Wert! shown yesterday a map 
of New Westminster district on which were 
indicated by reil circles the quarter suctions 
upon which settlers have been placed and 
by red lines tho roads that have boon made 
luring the past year. The former were its 
thickly dotted over the map as pits over 
the face of a badly alllieted smallpox patient, 
while tho latter weresprend like a complete 
network over tho entire district. It that 
district is taken us a sample, the marvel is 
bow the government managed to accomp- 
lish so much in a single year. Of course 
all was not done that could he wished. 
Many mads and bridges urgently required 
by settlers still remain to be done, and, for

lovely city. Nothing save" thorough drain- 
age will preserve the health of the inhabit- 
ants and restore to Victoria its almost lost 
reputation as the sanitarium of tho Pacific 
Northwest. Hero are grand scenery, 
anil charming drives that lead to the pret- 
tiest of sylvan retreats; estuaries, brooks 
and lakes that otter the lu st of boating and 
fishing, and forests that, abound in game 
from the timid quail to the lordly stag. 
The inhabitants want to be in a position 
to advertise these g. eat natural advantages 
and in doing so say to the traveler or 
tourist, we hold out to you, in addition to 
all these natural advantages, a blessing 
which you can enjoy in no other seaport 
on the coast — uood hkalth. Ah a 
corollary to the cleansing of tho town 
there must bo a revision of tho realostute 
assessment roll. ]n that revision will lie 
the "sinews of war," the "material aid," 
that will begin and complete the great 
public improvement which the event 
of yesterday's election has foreshadowed. 
Of course, a loan will bo necessary. 
Whether the sum required be, 8250,000 
or §800,000, we feol sure that it will' bo 
cheerfully voted by tho ratepayers pro- 
vided the scheme submitted for drainage 
is shown to bo intelligent and feasible. 
Now, it is de.sira.blo that the loan, whother 
the sum be groat or small, shall be floated 
at the lowest going rate of interest. The 
credit of the city is still good, in spite of 
tho policy of the late mayor and council; 
but it might be made even better if the 



government will be in a position to curry en 
an energetic system of road making and at 
the same time lighten, instead of increas- 
ing, the burden of taxation, and thus they 
will he enabled to meet the rapidly increas- 
ing demands for roads and bridges and 
schools incident to tho rapidly increasing 
population. 

INACCURATE. 

An editorial note in the Times last even- 
ing, stating that the provincial premier 
instructrd the auctioneer in the Hast- 
ings townsile sale that it was the settled 
terminus of the Canadian I'acilic railway, 
is in keeping with the many wild and in 
accurate statements that have appeared in 
its columns of late. The Hon. Mr. Smitho 
never instructed , and the auctioneer never 
gave utterance to any such statement. 
Had sueh an an iiouncemeirt been made, 
instead of averaging §60 per let, the sale 
would have netted the government over 
per lot. There is an evident desire 
on the part of our junior evening con- 
temporary to disregard truth, for the pur- 
pose of making an insignificant point, 
Another misstatement in last night's 
Times is the one making it appear t hat 
Mr. Drake, the ex president of the coun- 
cil, displayed reluctance in explaining 
why he had resigned . Mr. Galbrait.h ad- 
dressed his questions to Hon. .Mr. Smitho, 
ami Mr. Drake gave the reply without 
being requested to do so . He stated his 
reasons for entering and retiring from the 
cabinet, which would require a dull mind 
to not satisfactorily understand, and a 
knavish one to make it appear reluctant. 

TUli ROAD TOLLS. 

In the house on Wednesday the pro- 
vincial secretary stated that, the govern- 
ment hoped to lift one-half the tolls from 
the Cariboo and Cassiar roads. With the 
encouraging spectacle of a surplus- -si > lung 
a stranger in this province —beaming on 
the country from the pages of the Yellow 
Book, are wo not justified in expressing 
the hope that the government before the 
close of the session will see their way 
to lifting tho whole of that obnoxious and 
detrimental impost! The reads, certainly, 
requires a largo expenditure to maintain 
them in a travelablu condition ; but the 
miners, the class on whom tho burden 
falls, have not been, as a rule, prosper- 
ous. All other interests show an expan- 
sion and improvement. Thuraforo, if is 
hoped that the government will nut over 
look the claim the miners of Caribou and 
Cassiar have upon them. 

The English Complications. 



London, Jan. 7. — A characteristic of 
the English people is a patient submission 
to ministerial muddling, and that patience 
exhausted, a sudden wakening to demand 
a change. In the present instance the 
second period is being rapidly reached. 
The key note sounded by the Tiuios arid 
Daily News is being echoed in the pro- 
vincial press, and the question is whether 
the ministry may not have to resign even 
before the meeting of parliament next 
mouth. The fact is, Mr Gladstone is 
handicapped by the constitution of bis 
cabinet. Sir Charles Dilke is paired nil' 
with Lord Granville and Lord Derby with 
Mr. Chamberlain, and the result is inac- 
tion and muddle. L ird Salisbury may 
be called upon to take control of affairs 
sooner than ho expects, and he will find a 
terrible crop to reap from the dragon's 
teeth, which the present ministry has so 
lavishly scattered in all directions. 



Anglophobia i ib DSoissiit. 

St. PETKitsuutto, Jan. 4. A strong 
feeling of anglophobia is being Fomented 
in the press of this city, and as the press 
is under such rigid censorship it may be 
taken for granted that this direction to 
public feeling is being given for a purpose. 
General Hobelelf has a letter in yester- 
day's papers denouncing Great. Britain 
and urging Russia to acquire India. Any 
attempt at an immediate acquisition of 
India is not probable, but the chances 
arc that before long an effort will be 
mado to acquire Afghanistan, and that, 
the Czar will be proclaimed Emperor of 
Cential Asia.

The magistrate at Westminster has im- 
posed twenty-one days' hard labor on a 
boy for playing pitch-aad-toss on Sunday.

somo boys exploded, doing considerable 
damage, great alarm has been excited 
throughout the district. 1 he bombs were 
km ml in an old house during its demolition 
in the Ayssane road, on the Wolford estate. 

Siiavkd Cows. The Cheshire niagisitratcfl 
at Tnrporley have committed Charles Mur- 
ray for trial for mutilating five cows belong- 
ing to Mr. Mossford, fanner, of Tiverton. 
Finding there was a market for the hair 011 
cows, the prisoner appears to have got into 
Mr. Mossford 's fields, and to have shaved 
clean the hair oil' parts of live cows. The 
animals now present a curious appearance. 
The prisoner was caught dealing with the 
hair. 

Cattlk Poisoneu iiv Acorns, — Eleven 
heifers and steers belonging to Ml'. Godding, 
of Rirmslade, were turned into Savemako 
Forest, Marlborough, and seven of them 
were afterwards found dead, having, it is 
supposed, been poisoned through over- 
feeding on acorns, tt is feared that the 
others will die also. Several farmers ia the 
neighborhood of Romsey have lately bud 
serious losses through their cattle eating 
acorns. 

SlNlllTI.Alt Dktermination OP A BPJIOI.AH. 
— At Sedgley, lately, .lames Mncdonald, a 
notorious burglar of London, was charged 
with refusing to break stones in the vag- 
rants' ward at Sedgley workhouse. It was 
stated that the prisoner refused to break a 
single stone, anil violently threatened the 
workhouse officials, lie told the magistrates 
that he had worked uvur twenty yettr: 
county prisons, and was determined bo 
would never work again without pnyment. 

ExTUAOllDtN.vaV St'KSK IN A C UCTltCH. — A 

remarkable scene was witnessed in the 
Ghissop Head liaptisl Chapel, Sheffield, on 
a recent Sunday. A member of tlu con- 
gregation named Kent, who did not believe 
in the immortality of the soul, after the 
singing of the hymn, ••Around the throne 
of (led thousands uf children stand," ex- 
claimed, "'lhis is a hateful lie; there arc 
nut thousands of children in heaven siiig- 
iug 'Glory, glory, glory.'" Tho preacher 
hurriedly left the pulpit, ami seizing Kent 
by the shoulders, forced him into a seat. A 
d .'aeon after wards expelled liini from the 
building. 

D.UtlNi; ( ll'TKAUK IIV Gl,\K<!OW RoUliltS, 

In tho Gullovvgate, near VVIiitovale Sta- 
tion, the other day, a band of roughs, call- 
ing themselves the "Hridguton Blues," 
deliberately stopped a tramway car, pulled 
down the driver and conductor, put a 
nurd over the horses, drove out, the pas- 
sengers, and mercilessly heat two men 111 
the car who belong to what .-ire known as 
the "Mllldoons"of tho district. Another 
baud, acting in concert with the first, 
simultaneously set upon the two police- 
men 111 the locality at the time, and in- 
jured both so severely that they have not 
since been lit for duty. One was left till 
conscious in the street, with a great gash 
in his head. At the police court some of 
the ruffians who were declared to have 
taken part in this cowardly outrage and 
utterly intolerable defiance of law were 
dismissed with small linos. 

Ekituak Si.-knts at Waki:s. — At an 
inquest held in W'aterford, Ireland, en the 
body of a woman named Clancy, who died 
suddenly at John's Lane, Sergeant Keat- 
ing stated that on the previous night, at 
file wake, nearly all in the house wore 
drunk. The corpse was raised and net up 
in the Collin, then the bauds were kept in 
motion by way of getting up n "Punch 
and Judy" entertain inunt, after which the 
corpse was laid back 111 tbecollin, when it 
was hauled found tlu; room until it fell 
out on the Boor. Tho police eventually 
came in Sergeant Keating added that, 
■ inn previous night, passing from New 
stroot, he entered a house where a party of 
young people — eight 111 number— were 
waltzing round the room to the music of n 
concertina which was being played hy a 
man who sal beside the coffin. The officer 
turned all the parly out. 

liuiNs at Km«:k Db,mou.siiki>. — The 
Irish antiquarians are much exercised at 
the ruins of the Knock Church hiving 
been demolished. As 1 understand the 
facts, the ruins stood in or near a ceme- 
tery, and belonged to Sir Thomas Mc- 
Clurc. 'I'he cemetery needed enlarging, 
and Sir Thomas would not sell laud, but 
agreed to allow the rums, which were on 
laud belonging to him, to be carted away. 
The ruins aie described by Mrs. II ill 111 
her "Sketches in Ireland," and, to judge 
from a woodcut which accompanies her 
letter press, there was an arch with a 
sculptured head of St. Columb which 
really ought not to have been sold as rub 
bish by the Belfast guardians. It would 
seem, too, that a mural tablet of great 
beauty, which bears an inscription to 
some of the tlamiltons who were buried 
in the church, has been laid hold ofjby 
one Samuel l'uJv. Above the Latin epi- 
taph the words, "Samuel Pink, of Strand- 
town," arc engraved ami the said Samuel 
purposes te have tin: tablet placed over 
his own body whenever the time comes 
for placing that body under the sod. —

Tut: Woni.ii Moves.— Mr. Israel Hart, 
a Jew, has just been chosen mayor of 
Leicester, Eng. The principal general in- 
terest of the fact lies in the circumstance 
that about the year l'2'.iO Simon do Mont- 
fort, Earl of Leicester, granted a charter 
to the borough for the total exclusion of 
the Jews from Leicester, and they took 
refuge near the Jewry wall -a portion of 
which is still preserved. The charter re- 
cited, "Let it be universally known that I 
(Simon de Montfort), for the health of my 
soul and the souls of my ancestors and 
successors, have granted and by this by 
present charter confirmed, for me and my 
heirs in perpetuity, to my burgesses of 
Leicester and their heirs that no Jew or 
Jewess in my time or in the time, of my 
heirs, to the end of the world, 
shall within the liberty of the 
town of Leicester inhabit, remain, or ob- 
tain any residences." The end of the 
world is not yet; but Leicester — the 
Leicester of de Montfort— enjoys the ad- 
ministration uf its first Jewish mayor.

Electric Lights for Queer Eises.

It, is now possible for a man to buy 
his electric light by tho pound, if he 
chooses, anil take it homo wit h liiiu. 
For $5 you can buy it little box about 
the size of a thick pocket book ami 
weighing a lit tle more than half a 
pound. This box is hermetically closed 
and may bo curried around in the 
pocket. Two wires project from il. 
With tho box comes a little incandes- 
cent lamp about the size of a horse 
chestnut. Attach tin; two wires to the 
lamp and for four hours you have a 
pure and steady light equal to about, 
three candles or half a gas light; at the 
end of that, time the lamp goes out be- 
cause the battery is exhausted. Then 
you can got it tilled at a cost of 12 
cents. I f, instead of allowing the bat- 
e light is used for a 
' intervals extending 
leakage of electriciy 
the lamp may al- 
ways bo depended upon for light, pro- 
vided there is any current left. This is 
the smallest size of battery sold, but 
the lamps an' of all sizes, the smallest 
being as large as peas and intended for 
.surgeons who wish to see what is go- 
ing on inside tho body. The larger size 
batteries are intended for carriage 
lamps, for house illuniinalion when cost 
is no object, anil for use upon fhe stage. 
It was this type of batteries which was 
carried about some time ago by the 
girls in one of our ballets, ami which 
lit up a small star in the head dress of 
each girl; 'out it is only now that they 
have been put upon the market in 
quantities for practicle use. One of the 
most ingenious uses to which the very 
small lamps have been put, those the 
size of a pea, is to light up the Hold of 
a microscope very brilliantly and at a 
trilling cost.

A Springfield, Mo., despatch says: 
In an interview with Judge Rowley 
at Egremont, (he. following additional 
particulars in the mysterious .Miss New- 
man body -snatching ease were gleaned 
by a reporter to-day.

A bout two years ago Wright died in 
Connecticut. She read about it and 
said she knew Wright, and from thai 
time on her memory came back ami 
she was fullv restored lo health, and 
subsequently married a young physici- 
an, a nephew of a man in whose care 
she had been since leaving th« hospital. 
It is further added that the couple arc 
now living in New York State, ami are 
proposing to come on and visit Miss 
Newman's friends in Berkshire county. 
A reporter saw W. I 1 '. Crippen, cousin 
of Miss [Newman, who said he wanted 
the grave opened at once. He- said two- 
thirds of the people of North Egre- 
mont believed the story was substanti- 
al! true, and- he knew that four men 
drove out of the cemetery just after 
Miss Newman svas buried. 1 1 is relat- 
ed that the woman who laid out Miss 
Newman's body said she was warm at 
the time. Mrs, Chapel, sister of Estelle, 
and Mrs. Newman, their mother, dis- 
credit the story. The sick woman had 
been through a religious revival, and 
her mind was effected. Her mania took 
the form of a conviction that it was 
her duty not to eat, and she died from 
starvation, together with spinal com- 
plaint. Her flesh was so washed away 
that it was thought impossible that she 
could be brought back to life in the 
strange way reported. The current 
story receives another blow in the state- 
ment W. R Wright, of Hudson, Nev^ 
York, who denies that his brother 
ever confessed to him about taking the 
body of Miss Newman to Albany.
